threw back one of his, armored 
column several miles and cost him 
a number of tanks, Patton ac- 
knowledged It was probably his 
fault'for driving his men day a:nd 
night to a point where they, were, 
too tired to resist the nazi counter- 
thrust.

"I remember being- surprised at 


the time at how long it took me 
to learn war," he wrote. "I should 
have known this before." 


Legacy of Controversy 


A few generals are courageous 


enough to admit they were guilty 
of mistakes that cost men's lives 
It is characteristic of Patton's 
brutal honesty and superb egotism 
that he could do so — and still 
boast that he only made one error 
in the European campaign. 


His story of his own part in the 


war is a legacy of controveisy, 
bristling with' the prejudices of a- 
strongwilled impatient leader who 
hated the reins he felt held him 
from the greatness and glory he 
was born to. 


But from it emerges the clearest 


picture yet given of the most 
powerful personality of the war— 
a man who believed in fighting and 
loved it.

naiyed Puerto-Rico. We have con- 
trolled it through five decades, 
during which the American stand- 
ard of living has become the envy 
of the world. 


But Puerto .Rico has not shared 


in our country's amazing progress. 
It remains what it ,was when we 
took it from 
Spain—miserable, 


backward, degraded, p o v e r t y - 
stricken, and even more densely 
over-populated than before. 


The job that we did in preparing 


the Philippines for independence 
Is one of which -we are justly i>roud. 
Our success there makes even 
more tragic our utter failure in 
Puerto Riyco. 


We have extended public educa- 


tion beyond the capital city of San 
Juan, but so poorly that for prac- 
tical "purposes most Puerto Ricans 
are illiterate. We have improved 
medical facilities and saved lives, 
but "we,have left those we kept 
alive in a cesspool of filth, Im- 
morality and malnutrition. 


They have" become so miserable 


that hundreds of thousands of 
bare-footed jibaros, hearing of the 
great ^motherland, have' staked 
every penny they could raise on 
charter plane .fare to New York. 
A few settle in smaller "cities or 
on farms, but most arrive with 
with $10 to $40 in their pockets, 
stop at a public \velfare station 
to register for relief, and flock 
into New York's most congested 
slums.

The problems they, bring to New 


York are New York's. The Puerto

from which 


they flee is a national problem and 
a national disgrace. ;

There is no simple, easy cure 


for the terrible conditions we have 
permitted to continue and women 
in our Caribbean dependency.
